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REMARKS 

Claims 1-32 are currently pending. No amendments are made to the claims, specification, 
or drawings. Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the reasons that follow. 

Double Patenting 

The Office Action provisionally rejects claims 1-32 on the grounds of nonstatutory 
obviousness type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-26 of copending 
Application No. 10/481,392 (see also U.S. Patent Application Publication 2006/0233307). 

Applicants do not concede that the obviousness type double patenting is proper. 
However, solely in the interest of expedience, Applicants have included herewith a terminal 
disclaimer which disclaims the terminal part of the term of any patent granted on the current 
application which would extend beyond the full statutory term, as shortened by any terminal 
disclaimer, of any patent granted on U.S. Patent Application 10/481 ,392. 

Accordingly, Applicants submit that the provisional double patenting rejection has been 
obviated. 
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Conclusion 



Applicant believes that there is no longer any proper basis for the double patenting 
rejection. Applicant therefore submits that present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
